BORDEN’S SINCERITY 


It is the right of every man to 
resent the imputation of insin- 
cerity, and it 1s not to be won- 
dered at that R. L. Borden 
should become warm when it 
was suggested that he and his 
party are insincere in their op- 
aaa i to reciprocity. It is 

Borden’s misfortune that 
his party is so closely bound up 
with the corporate interests of 
the country that the views of 
these become the views of the 
party. When Hon. W. 8. Field- 
ing announced the terms of the 
agreement it did not take long 
for these financial interests to 
give Mr. Borden their views on 
the subject and it would only 
be natural to suppose that Mr. 
Borden gave them a sympathet- 
ic hearing. It would not be al- 
together fair to say that Mr. 
Borden had his eye on the big 
campaign fund these interests 
would supply the party organi- 
zation when he told them that 
his own ideas on reciprocity co- 
incided with theirs. It is true 
that farmers and workingmen 
do not contribute so largely to 
the party funds as do these in- 
terests. But it is fairer to as- 
sume that Mr. Borden thought 
that Sir John A. Macdonald 
was wrong when he favored the 
same measure of reciprocity se- 
cured under this _ reement, and 
that he believed that the party 
should hold to the policy of 
protection and high tariff with 
no exceptions, not even the ex- 
ception that the party was pre- 
viously prepared to make in 
favor reciprocity with the 
United States in natural pro- 
ducts. —_- Politically Mr. Borden 
has been nursed and nurtured in 
an atmosphere provided by the 
interests, and his political food 
has been of their manufacture 
and incidentally his political 
sinews have been provided from 
the same source.

Creat Hnitein, that slow. old 
land which moves so much more 
rapidly than some oversea Do- 
minions which imagine them 
selves to be the last word in 
democracy, is about to confer 
the suffrage upon women. oo 
must be the result of Mr.

cilities, at the next session of 
parliame nt, for the passing — of 
What is known as the concilia 
tion bill. This pledge, which is 


contained In a letter feom — the 
Prime Minister to Lord Lytton, 
binds the government to permit 
sufkorent time to puss the mea 
sure, the resort to closure to be 
permitted if the necessity arises 


This bill was drafted in the 
first instance by a body known 
as the Conciliation Committee, 
consisting of men and women 
organized to promote a ball 
which all the women’s franchise 
societies Could support. It was 
originally introduced into — the 
session Of 1910 by Mr Shackle 
ton, the Labor Leader, who des 


cribed it as a bill ‘‘to extend the 
parliamentary franchise to wo 
men Occupiers.”’ Mr. Shackle 
lou explained that the bill 


would endow women household 


ot

rea vo was opposed. Me 
loyd a while in favor of 


women suffrage, would not Hen 
port the bill, Svhigh he consider- 
ed 80 badly drafted as to be in- 
capable of amendment.

result was, however, that the 
amendment to reject the bill 
was rejected by 299 to 180; but 
the house then voted to commit 
the bill to a Committee of the 
whole house, which shelved it 
for the session. 

Mr. Asquith’s letter, —— 
the virtual triumph of the su 
rage movement, was published 
on the day of the monster par- 
ade of the women suffrage so- 
cieties through the streets of 
London. Onginated and di- 
rected by the militant Women’s 
Social and Political Union, it 
was attended, not only by the 
militant Women’s Freedom 
League and Men’s Political 
Union for Women Suffrage, but 
by all the more peaceful and 
constitutional bodies, such as 
the Women Graduates, the Wo- 
men Writers and Women Actres- 
ses, Nurses, the various Church 
Leagues, the Men’s ae dec and 
above all, the National Union, 
which paraded in immense num- 
bers, and was led by Mrs. Hen- 
ry Fawcett herself, her sister, 
Dr. Garrett Anderson, marching 
with the great detatchment at 
Doctors of Medicine. Mrs. 
Pankhurst and Miss Christabel 
Pankhurst were at the head of 
the whole procession, which 
formed a_ singularly beautiful 
and triumphant pageant as it 
marched from the Embankment 
to the Albert Hall. The march 
lasted four hours, and included 
between 40,000 and 50,000 wo- 
men, inspired by one demand. 

Of the passage of the bill 
through the Commons there is 
now no question. It has twice 
already received its second read- 
ing in the House of Commons 
by large majorities, but has 
failed to secure its passage ow- 
ing to the refusal of the Govern- 
ment to ‘‘provide facilities’’— 
that is to allow it sufficient 
time to pass through its succes- 
sive stages. It is said that there 
are not more than eighty mem- 
bers of the House of Commons 
who are opposed on principle to 
the measure. 

The bill will, it is estimated, 
enfranchise one million women, 
a majority of whom will be the 
working class. There is a 
strong sentiment in the Liberal 
ranks in favor of widening its 
provisions to include not mere- 
ly the woman householder who 
is, rich or poor, an independent 
economic unit, but also the 
mass of married women, who | 
are not in their own right pe 
payers, but it is feared that

“Dakota sands’’ are so called 
because this deposit is to be 
found in the Dakotas. It is 
found above the coal-bearing 
sandstone, on the Athabasca 
river. 
Oil and Tar. 
Petroleum, natural gas tar 
sands, are. among the valuable 
commercial deposits with which 
the Dakota sands are charged. 
“They ure exposed’”’ reads the 
report, ‘“‘along the Athabasca 
river and elsewhere in the north, 
where they are charged with tar 
to the extent of 12 cent. of 
the whole mass. he tar re- 
presents the residium which has 
escaped to the air along the ex- 
posed edges of the rocks. Na- 
tural gus and some petroleum 
are still escaping.”’ 
Thousand Miles of Tar Sand 
In the course of the report the 
opinion of McConnell, an emi- 
nent geologist who carried on 
investigations in the north, is 
given to the effect that “the ar- 
ea of tar sands seen by him 
amounts to 1000 square miles, 
with an estimated thickness of 
150 feet would give 28.4 cubic 
miles of tar sands, or 6.5 cubic 
miles of tar, equal to 4,700,000,- 
000. tous of bitumen. --Of course 
the tat sands have not been ful- 
ly explored. A large amount of 
oil has pened era but is is alto- 
gether improbable that this pro 
cess has gone on indefinitely 
and that all has been drained 
off, for the hardening of the oil 
to tar effectively sed the open- 
ings for escape, and only — the 
area near the exposed edges is 
likely to have lost its oil con- 
tent. That the distribution of 
oil is probably extensive, is in- 
dicated by the finding of tar in 
sands near the surtare, far to 
the south, in the Edmonton 
country, apparently formed by 
the limited escape of oil from 
minor fractures in the rocks. 
North Best Place for Tests 
It is in the north where the 
covering over the Dakota sands 
is thin, that the best place for 
testing occurs. ‘‘The geologic- 
al survey put down three test 
holes, one at Victoria, and one 
at Athabasca Landing, and one 
at Pelican Rapids. The latter 
represented the best judgment 
of the survey as to the location 
of a test hole.

News From 
Ottawa. 


OTTAWA, July 9.—While Mr. 
Borden. has been in the West, 
seeking to placate the farmers 
of that growing country for his 
opposition to tariff relief for 
them through reciprocal trade 
with the United States by de- 
clarations in favor of other re- 
forms they had asked for, his 
heutenants in the East have 
been equally busy assuring the 
easterners, particularly in the 
manufacturi districts, that 
the Sam will adhere to the ul- 
tra-Conservative policy hereto- 
fore championed by them, and 
that there is no danger of any 
radical projects being really car- 
ried out by Mr. Borden should 
he attain power. 

For instance, at the North On 
tario Conservative association, 
at Uxbridge this week, Major 
Samuel Sharpe, M. P., was _re- 
nominated as the federal candi- 


date. In view of the fact that 
Major J. A. Currie, M.P., in- 
formed the convention that, 


when . Mr. Borden secured the 
reins of office, “‘high dignitaries 
and honors” were in store for 
Mr. Sharpe, the comments of 
that qeatlenan have special sig- 
nificance. 
And this is what Mr. Sharpe 
told the easterners. He declar- 
ed that Mr. Borden would not 
be “‘stampeded’’ by the West in- 
to deserting any of the tradi- 
tions of the Conservative party. 
He assailed the British Govern- 
ment and the Canadian Govern- 
ment, both of which have been 
recently seeking through legisla- 
tion to materially better the lot 
of the people, and declared: ‘If 
we had had a Unionist Govern- 
ment in Britain with Mr. Cham- 
berlain in charge, and a Con- 
servative Government at Otta- 
wa, with Mr. Borden in charge, 
we would have got rid of this 
free trade idea long ayo, and 
have adopted a system of im 
perial federation by now.”

According to natural dura- 
tion there are in general three 
lasses of weeds—annuals, bien- 
classes of weeds—annuals, bien- 
‘weeds are those that live natur- 
ally. but one year. The seed 
a the plant grows up, 
flowers and ripens seeds, and 
dies, all within twelve months. 
‘Common examples are ball mus 
tard, stinkweed, wormseed mus- 
tard and rag weed. 

Biennial weeds are those that 
dive naturally two years. The 
‘first year after the seed germin- 
ates, the plant produces some 
sort of rosette of leaves on the 
ground above the root, and 
the second year a flower stock 
is sent up which bears the flow- 
ers and ripens the seed. Then 
the whole ‘ plant usually dies. 
Common examples of this plant 
are: Burdock and blue weed. 

With but few exceptions the 
annuals and biennials depend 
entirely upon seed production 
for their perpetuation. 

Perannial weeds are those 
that live a number of years or 
an indefinite period con the 
same root. Common examples 
are: Dock, Canada Thistle, per 
ennial sow thistle and couch 
grass. 

In. fighting weeds-it is not on- 
ly important to avoid introduc- 
ing’ their’ seeds into the field 
with seed grain which is always 
to be guarded against with the 
greatest care, but it is import- 
ant to avoid other sources of 
weed introduction such as wee- 
dy: barnyards, fence rows, road- 
sides, ditches and waste or un- 
cultivated places in general. 

The weeds should be kept well 
cut throughout the season, — so 
far as possible, and thus  pre- 
vented from ripening seeds to 
be carried to the fields by wind, 
water and animals. Aside from 
avoiding weed introduction in 
the. various ways which is ex- 
tremely important, the weeds 
now in the field should be given 
even more attention. The ex- 
act procedure advisable depends 
largely on the circumstances. 
When the habits of the peculiar 
weeds present are understood, 
methods usually suggest them- 
selves. 

The important thing is to car- 
ry out good methods carefully 
and persistently. Since the 
annual and biannial weeds pro 
duce only from seeds, any me 
thod most convenient to  pre- 
vent seed formation is practical.

Sheep are also useful in keep- 
ing down this weed as well as 
many others.
